STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in said Orange 
on Tuesday, the 2nd day of March 1976 at FOUR O’CLOCK in the afternoon, 
to act upon the following subjects. The polls to remain open until nine p.m. 

ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Town Clerk, Town 
Treasurer, one Selectman for Three years, a Tax Collector, a Road Agent, a 
Constable, one trustee of Trust Funds for one year, one Cemetery Agent, one 
Overseer of Public Welfare, two auditors and all other officers that the Town 
may judge necessary. And then, beginning at SEVEN O’CLOCK in the 
evening, to vote on the following Articles: 

ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow: money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town charges. 

ARTICLE 3: To see if the town will vote to adopt a plan for extending to 
employees of the Town the benefits of title 11 of the Federal Social Security 
Act (Old Age, Survivors, Disability and Health Insurance) as authorized by 
Chapter 101 of the Revised Statutes Annotated amended by Chapter 302 and 
332 of the Laws of 1955. 

ARTICLE 4: If a plan for Social Security coverage is adopted, to see if the 
town will authorize the selectmen to execute in behalf of the necessary 
agreement with the State of New Mampshire to carry into effect the plan and 
to see if the town will designate the Treasurer Harry Eastman as the Officer to 
be responsible for the administration of the plan. 

ARTICLE 5: To see if the town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
fund forthe purpose of having the Department of Revenue conduct a complete 
reappraisal of the town. 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget submitted 
by the budget committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 3 percent on 
taxes paid full within thirty days from the date of the tax bill. 

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of 
taxes and to authorize the tax collector to accept payments in prepayment of 
taxes in accordance with the provisions of N.H.R.S.A. 80:52-2. 

ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired 
through Tax Collector’s Deed in the Town. 

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Committee for the 
purpose of planning the town’s participation in the Nation’s Bicentennial.Said 
Committee to be composed of three persons appointed by the Moderator for a 
term not to exceed 1 year. 

ARTICLE 11: To see if the town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund for use in defraying the cost of preparing a town tax map. 

ARTICLE 12: Article 11 having passed to see if the town will vote to 
authorize the placement of $2,500.00 from the anticipated Disaster Aid Funds, 
into the tax map Reserve Fund. 

ARTICLE 13: Upon the written petition of 10 or more legal voters in the 
Town of Orange - we hereby request an Article to be placed in the Warrant to 
see if the Town will vote to raise $100.00 to purchase a police radio to be paid 
for as follows: Town to pay 6%, State of N.H. to pay 6% and the U.S. 
Government to pay the balance. 


ARTICLE 14: To hear the reports of agents, auditors and other officers 
heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 15: To transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting not included in the warrant. 

ARTICLE 16: The polls shall not close earlier than nine o'clock in the 
evening.

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MASCOMA AREA HEALTH COUNCIL 
Summary of Services for Town Reports 
January 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975 


The Council begins its eighth year of service to Canaan, Enfield, Grafton 
and Orange, and its second year of service ot Dorchester, which joined in 
1975.Serving a population of about 5,500 in an area covering 200 square miles, 
the Council’s two nurses (each working half time) provide nursing service in 
the home and a complete health promotion and disease prevention and control 
program to the 5 communities. During the year 1975 they made a total of 1,700 
visits to area residents. 

The free Well Child Conferences are now serving230 preschoolers. Under 
this program each child regularly receives a full physical exam, all necessary 
immunizations, blood tests and tests for vision and hearing. Parents are seen 
withe the children,problems are discussed, and if necessary the child is 
referred for further treatment. The Council’s nurses make follow up visits 
when necessary. The Council is also under contract to supervise the health of 
the children in the Headstart Program, and for any child who cannot see a 
private physician it provides the physical exam and vision and hearing test 
required for entrance to First Grade or Kindergarten. 

Preventive dentistry counselling is given parents and children, and free 
dental clinics are at present offered every six months to all children aged 3 to 6 
years who are already enrolled in the Well Child Clinics. Hygenists and 
equipment are furnished by the State Department of Health, and some funds 
needed for after care are available from time to time for children aged 3 to 5 in 
this program 

Nutritionists are available at each clinic, and are also available to adults 
needing help on dietary matters. Advice on family planning is available from 
the nurses and from Planned Parenthood in Lebanon. 

Over the past several years the Council has sponsored three free “‘pap’’ test 
clinics (with the American Cancer Society); and it has also sponsored two 
Adult Health Screening Clinics, the last of which was offered this year with 
substantial help from the Enfield Lions Club. 

The Council derives its support from the 5 towns served, each of which 
contributes annually on the basis of its population, and from fees, Medicare 
and Medicaid payments, and some funds available from the New Hampshire 
State Division of Public Health. While it must of necessity set a charge for 
services other than the free preschool clinics and other free clinic services, the 
services of the Council are available to everyone, regardless of ability to pay 
the charge. 

Our nurses during the year 1975 were Mrs. Gertrude Clark, R.N.of Grafton, 
and Mrs. Toni Sadowsky, R.N., of West Lebanon. Mrs. Sadowsky will leave at 
the end of January, 1976 and will be replaced by Mrs. Susan Schleick of West 
Canaan. Mrs. Sharon Wheeler, of Enfield, is in charge of all administrative 
detail of the Council and of its clinics. 

The Council is governed by a volunteer board of directors elected from the 5 
towns, and its medical policies and practices are supervised by a Medical 
Advisory Board of area physicians and nurses as well as several volunteers. 

The Council maintains its office at Mascoma Valley Regional High School, 
with its own telephone (632-7234). It is heavily dependent on, and most 
grateful to, the School and to the Methodist Churches of Canaan and Enfield, 
which provide space for clinics and meetings. A pamphlet describing the 
Council’s work and services is available on request. Its monthly meetings are 
open to the public, and visitors and volunteers are welcomed.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city 
councils, the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a 
forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens 
in each town and city every three years. The town or city 
warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and 
adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs 
in his town or city during his term of appointment. The fire 
warden must authorize all open burning when the ground 
is not covered with snow. No open fires can be authorized 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., unless it is raining, without 
the additional permission of the state district fire chief. 

Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the 
ground is not covered with snow must first obtain the 
written permission of the forest fire warden. Camp and 
cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest 
Fire Service, assists all cities and towns in meeting these 
requirements by training the warden and deputy forces in 
wildfire suppression tactics, making hand tool sup- 
pression equipment available at fifty percent of cost, 
supplying pieces of Federal excess property for use as fire 
attack vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of the cost 
of wildfire suppression costs. 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town 
program. Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire 
Service for local fire prevention programs. Posters and 
Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution by local 
fire departments upon request to the Forest Fire Service. 
Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on a 
continuous wildfire prevention program within his town or 
city.
